Since last year hospital area has 
been established, with Van Nuys 
the area center.

Polio California continued 
‘lower rate for the week October 
with 145 cases reported. that num- 
ber, showed muscular weakness 
paralysis, compared the corre- 
sponding week year ago when 
the 142 reported cases showed paral- 
ysis. 

While the over-all state polio picture 
has eased somewhat, high incidence 
still was being reported some areas 
the State, namely the San Fran- 
Bay area and Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Since the April Ist start the 
polio year October 23d, there had 
been 3,487 cases reported, which 
1,920 had shown muscular weakness. 
This compares 2,558 reported cases 
1953, which 1,329 showed mus- 
cular weakness. Deaths far this 
year had numbered 69, compared 
year ago and 247 during the 
1948 epidemic year. 

Eleven counties have accounted for 
percent the cases reported 
California this year, with Los Angeles 
leading with 1,505, compared 1,078 
year ago. Los Angeles followed 
Contra Costa County with 202 
cases, compared 1953; 
Orange, 165 148; Alameda, 158 
107; San Diego, 142 247; San 
105 55; Kern, 46; 
San Mateo, 44; Sacramento, 
52; Fresno, 66, and Santa 
Clara, 61.

Clear Lake Gnat Control Project 
Carried Out Lake County 


The Clear Lake gnat, once the cause 
extreme discomfort residents 
and tourists along the shores Clear 
Lake Lake County, has been sub- 
jected second knockout blow. 
Known technically Chaoborus as- 
tictopus, the Clear Lake gnat was ef- 
fectively controlled 1949 the 
application some 14,000 gallons 
DDD, then new larvicide, the 
42,000-acre lake. 

The first two years following that 
treatment saw virtually complete 
absence chaoborid gnats the vi- 
Clear Lake. During the past 
three seasons the population gnats 
fluctuated, staying comparatively 
low level but increasing problem 
proportions only for short periods 
during the late summer. marked 
increase during the past summer 
prompted decision give Clear 
Lake second treatment. 

The treatment program was carried 
out the Lake County Mosquito 
Abatement District September 
25th and 26th. Technical consultation 
was rendered the department’s 
Bureau Vector Control the Lake 
County Mosquito Abatement District 
planning the control operation. 
Some 20,000 gallons percent 
DDD emulsion concentration were 
applied. DDD one the newer 
chlorinated hydrocarbons. The ap- 
plication was give di- 
lution one part million parts 
lake water. Clear Lake has vol- 
ume over 850,000 acre-feet. Eight 
barges were used the job 
days. The larvicide was pumped 
under the water. 

While too premature determine 
the degree success this second 
larvicidal application, early signs are 
encouraging. standard series 
bottom dredges taken six days after 
treatment indicated approximately 
percent reduction gnat larvae. 
Evaluation this project will con- 
tinue for several months.

The only communicable diseases 
causing more than percent the 
total deaths 1953 were pneumonia 
and influenza 2.8 percent, and 
tuberculosis—1.3 percent.
